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Owing  to  lack  of  definite  information  last  Feb- 
ruary it  was  impossible  to  estimate  very  accurately 
the  expenditures  for  the  present  year.  Our  expected 
balance  of  $360.00  at  the  end  of  last  year  proved  to 
be  a  deficit  of  $166.00.  New  equipment  was  found 
necessary  in  order  to  keep  up  the  standards  of  the 
school.  Much  needed  repairs  were  made  in  the  sci- 
ence laboratory,  which  have  improved  both  the  light- 
ing and  sanitation  of  this  room.  All  these  things  have 
combined  to  bring  about  an  estimated  deficit  of  over 
$1,000  at  the  end  of  this  year.  The  Academy  trustees 
estimate  that  $1,500  will  be  available  for  the  use  of 
the  school  next  year. 

The  deficit  must  be  paid  and  the  school's  high 
standards  maintained,  therefore  we  recommend  that 
the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of 
$10,500  for  school  purposes  for  the  next  school  year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  enrollment  in  your  school  last  year  was  144, 
the  average  membership  129.7  and  the  percent  of  at- 
tendance 94.99.  This  enrollment  was  larger  than  in 
the  previous  year,  and  the  percent  of  attendance 
slightly  better.  This  year  the  total  enrollment  is  125 
distributed  as  follows:  senior  high  school  36,  junior 
high  school  20,  grades  four  to  six  36,  and  the  primary 
grades  33.  At  the  end  of  my  report  I  am  giving  a 
more  complete  summary  of  attendance. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  teach- 
ing force  this  year.  Mr.  Roland  E.  Currier,  a  graduate 
of  Bates  1926  with  five  years  experience  in  the  high 
school  at  North  Stratford  was  elected  Headmaster. 
He  has  shown  himself  to  be  an  excellent  administra- 
tor and  teacher  and  he  has  done  much  to  improve 
the  morale  of  the  school.  Mr.  Gilbert  Rhodes,  a 
graduate  of  Bates  1929,  who  had  taught  for  two 
years  in  Lisbon  Falls,  Maine,  became  submaster, 
teacher  of  French  and  Latin,  and  athletic  coach,  and 
Miss  Susanna  Page,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  Normal 
School  was  selected  to  teach  the  intermediate  grades. 
Both  these  teachers  and  those  who  have  had  previous 
experience  in  your  schools  are  doing  very  efficient 
work. 

During  the  summer  the  science  laboratory  was 
painted,  the  cement  floor  recoated  and  new  electric 
hghts  installed.  Tablet  arm  chairs  were  bought  to 
replace  the  old  settees.  These  were  much  needed  im- 
provements. 

Mr.  Lurvey  is  doing  an  excellent  job  as  janitor. 
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The  building  is  clean  and  warm  at  all  times. 

Mr.  Currier  found  that  much  of  the  physics  ap- 
paratus was  either  worn  out  or  broken.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  purchase  new  equipment  to  the  amount  of 
about  $150  to  meet  state  and  college  requirements  for 
laboratory  work. 

For  several  years  the  Academy  has  been  operat- 
ing on  a.  seven  period  day,  closing  at  3:05  in  the 
afternoon.  In  a  school  of  this  size  where  the  teach- 
ing force  is  small  it  is  difficult  to  offer  the  number 
of  courses  desired.  If  the  day  should  be  lengthened 
and  the  number  of  periods  increased  to  eight,  more 
subjects  could  be  offered  and  a  better  working  sched- 
ule obtained. 

French  is  now  begun  in  the  eighth  grade  and  is 
required  of  all  pupils.  Those  entering  the  Academy 
from  Sugar  Hill  or  Easton  have  not  had  any  French 
and  are  unable  to  take  this  course  unless  they  start 
back  in  the  eighth  grade.  This  subject  should  either 
be  elective  with  junior  business  forms  in  grade  eight 
or  else  begun  in  the  sophomore  year. 

There  seems  to  be  very  little  interest  in  music 
beyond  the  sixth  grade.  Many  schools  no  larger 
than  this  have  glee  clubs,  an  orchestra  and  in  some 
cases  a  band.  The  ideal  thing  would  be  to  have  a 
music  supervisor  one  day  a  week.  If  that  is  not  possi- 
ble, Mr.  Rhodes  is  capable  of  doing  this  work  in  the 
high  school,  provided  we  have  a  longer  school  day. 
I  hope  that  some  feasible  plan  for  music  can  be  work- 
ed out  before  next  fall. 

One  of  the  most  needed  pieces  of  equipment  in 
the  school  is  a  duphcating  machine.  With  such  a 
machine  it  is  possible  to  produce  programs,  outlines, 
maps,  letters  etc.,  at  small  cost.     Next  year's  budget 
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provides  for  such  a  machine  under  the  item  of  new 
equipment. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  for  their  sup- 
port and  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation.
